| STRUGGLES OF LABOR. | 


A FORECAST OF THE FUTURE OF THE 
PRESENT LABOR MOVEMENT. 


— 


John Swinton in the New York World—The 
Knights of Labor Organization—Its Scope, 
Solidity, Breadth of Purpose, Mutual Help- 
fulness, Intensity, Moral Features and 
Americanism of Character. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Disraron. 

Nuw Tonk, April 7.—The Wortp has the 
following article to-day: 

The Editor of The Wortp asks me to at- 
tempt to forecast the ‘‘future of the present 
labor movement.’’ In seeking to do so, one 
must glance at its predominant features, tak- 
ing especial notice of those in which it differs 
from previous movements: The discontent 
and struggles of labor are everlasting, but 
latterly they have reached an unprecedented 
magnitude and are raising apprehension, if 
not alarm. The strikes and the unrest ot other 
times are not at all comparable with what we 
now see, and neither the empiricism, nor the 
repression once in vogue, is appli- 
cable to existing conditions. The present 
phenomena are produced dy the tremendous 
social and industrial transformation that is 
being wrought by the development of machin- 
ery, the concentration of capital, the unpar- 
alleled growth of huge cities, the advance of 
intelligence among the masses, and the ten- 
dency of the working millions to organize for 
mutual defense and welfare under the revolu- 
tionary struggle of the times. These are cur- 
rent forces which must be comprehensively 
studied by every man who wishes to form a 
judgment as to their outcome. There are sev- 
eral novel features of the present labor move- 
ment which strike oneat the first glance, 
more especially if he turn his eye upon that 
unique organization, the Knights of Labor. 

THB LABOR ORGANIZATIONS. 

1. Its Scope.—The organization is to-day as 
wideas our boundaries, covering every State 
and all their industries. There are local and State 
labor parliaments; there are ascore of trades 
possessing national organizations; there is the 
National Federation of Unions, and there is 
the order of the Knights of Labor, which 
embraces all productive vocations and extends 
over the whole country. This last-named 
organization, at the opening of the present 
year, had the power ofa quarter ofa million 
of members, and its numerical strength will 
probably be double that number before the 
close of the present month, when the multi- 
tude who have been waiting for the with- 
drawal of the quarantine against new assem- 
biies shall have passed behind the veil.’’ 
Never in old times did such bodies exist any- 
where, and they are formidable agencies that 
cannot be left out of account. 

2. Its Solidity.—This, also, is a feature with- 
out precedent in any previous labor move- 
ment. It approaches the solidity of military 
method. The rude hosts are rapidly ac- 
quiring discipline, and recruits, who but yes- 
terday were erry putthrough the goose step 
are to-day in full line, under the watch-word 
of ‘‘obedience,’’ with officers holding power 
through free and democratic election, by un- 
ve suffrage. For example, the order of 
the Knights of Labor is governed according 
to the Federal system, under the authority 

Assembly, which annual 
elects an ecutive Board. DeTocqueville 
found the unit of our political system in the 
8 which has its correspondent unit 
in the local assembly, and just as in politics 
we ascend from the township to the county, 
the State and the Federal Union, with Con- 
gress and the Administration, so in this indus- 
trial organization the ascent is from the lo- 
cal’’ to the ‘‘district,’’ the ‘‘State’’ (recently 
provided for), and tha“! General Assembly,’ 
with the ‘‘Executive Board.’’ The mechan- 
ism is systematic and solid. Its operation has 
been harmonious ever since its origin, seven- 
teen years ago. I repeat that the present 
movement, thus exemplified, is in this respect 
also different from any other times past. 

ITS PURPOSES. 

8. Its Breadth of Purpose.—The present 
labor movement has a larger object than that 
of the old unions, which confined their ener- 

es to the fixing of wages and trade rules.

union, or ofany State organization, or of the 
federation; and look especially at the ‘‘dec- 
laration of principles“ of the Knights of 
Labor, who are in the van. You will find that 
the latter ig as broad as the commonwealth, 
dealing not only with the wages and hours of 
labor, but touching the land question, the 
financial question, the establishment of aco- 
7 — Me system of industry and the relations 
of capital. The workingman of America has 
discovered that those things concern him and 
that he has power over them. Here again isa 
differencing feature of the movement of to- 
day from its predecessors. 

4. Its Mutual Helpfulness.—The exemplifica- 
tions of this feature in recent years have been 
as surprising as they are novel. The local as- 
semblies of the fartherest West and South give 
the full measure of service to their brethren 


ot the fartherest East and North. They all 
join hands in 4% a approved strike, in 


any brother who suffers on their account, an 
for such other objects as ge 
the approval of the Executive Board. 
There have been not a few cases of 
mutual aid that may well confound the pessi- 
mists. For example, in his letter on the late 
Southwestern railroad strike, Vice-President 
Hoxie said it had grown -out of asupposed 
wrong to a single member in Texas. The 
statement was inaccurate, and yet the motto 
of the Knights of Labor, which is copied from 
a maxim of Solomon runs thus: An injury 
to one is the concern of all.’’ Here againisa 
feature of the present movement that gives it 
a power not before known to labor. 
INTENSITY OF THE LABOR MOVEMENT. 

5. Its Intensity:—The iatensity of the earn- 
estness of the present labor movement is an- 
other of its predominant features. Those who 
watch its workings know that the hosts united 
in it feel that they are confronted by what the 
English call ‘‘burning questions.’’ I have, 
within the past few years, addressed hundreds 
of ‘‘labor meetings’’ here and there, at m 
of which the audience seemed to be possesse 
by the spirit of the 5 ot the 
Seventh century or of the ers of the 
Eleventh. This is not the mere effervescence 
of log cabin camp politics. It is a deep

TO QUIT WORK. 


Deputy Sheriffs Pushed Aside—Winchesters at 


The strike situation presents no new devel- 
opments to-day. The Joint Executive Com- 
mittee of the strike has been 


in secret conference, but has done 


nothing. Trains ate moving at all 
points without interference or interruption, 
and the only news of any significance that 
comes by telegraph is a meeting of 
citizens at Hannibal, Mo., who have 
expressed their intense desire to have the em- 
bargo raised at that point, and senta petition 
to the railroads and local author- 
ities to that effect. In East 
8t. Louis this morning a great 
crowd of strikers went from one railroad yard 
to the other and either drove the men from 
work or pursuaded them to quit.

THE JOINT EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE. 


A Feeret Conference—Chief Arthur's 
Presence Here—Strikers’ Condition. 

At 10 o'clock this morning General OCommit- 
teeman J. W. Hays sent a messenger to the 
Joint Executive Committees of Districts 101, 98 
and 17, requesting their presence at Hurst’s 


Hotel. At UI o’clock Messrs. McKeon, Cough- 


lan, Irons and the other members repaired to 
the headquarters of the General Executive 
Board, and a conference was held with closed 


doors. 

One of the committeemen informed a PostT- 
DISPATOH reporter that it was very probable 
that no further action of any importance 
would be taken by either committee until the 
return of Secretary Turner and the receipt of 
fuller information conoerning the situation of 
the strikers throughout the Gould system. 
The presence of Ohief Arthur of the Brother- 
h of Locomotive Engineers is not viewed 
in a favorable light by some of the leading 
Knights. In the absence of any positive in- 
formation — the object ot his visit 
here, they argue that if there were any truth 
in the reports that the engineers con- 
tem plated joining the strikers in aggressive 
action against the railroads, Arthur or some 
of his prominent lieutenants would have inti- 
mated as much to the membefs of one of the 
two executive committees now in session. So 
far — = ot that nature has been done; 
neither Arthur or any of his men have called 
upon or held any conversation with Messrs. Bal - 
ley, Hays or the other committeemen and have 
carefully refrained from affiliating with them 
in any manner, official or otherwise. The 

ener&l impression appears to be that Arthur 
s endeavoring to stifien the backbone of the 
local Engineers’ Assemblies, and doing his 
— prevail upon his men to stand by the 
roads. 

An article in a morning paper alleging great 
suffering and destitution among the families 
of strikers bas aroused no little indignation 
at the Oommittee’s headquarters. ommit- 
teeman Palmer when approached upon the 
subject said: ‘‘All reports to the effect that the 
strikers are short of funds or suffering for 
want of the necessities of life, are false from 
beginning to end. The story that children 
of the men were seen pi up 
crumbs around the Missouri ific 
shops is a lie on its face, for the reason that 
children orno one else are admitted to the 
shops only on ses from officers of the road. 
So far as the Chouteau avenue grocers’ state- 
ments about refusing credit to the strikers 
are concerned, all that 1 can say is that it 
is probable that a few instances of 
the kind may have occurred, but 
the report was atly exaggerated. 
Why, the organization is c ng a number of 
men at those * stores. o, there is no 
suffering among the strikers, and there will be 
none if we stay out for months. 

Father O’ Leary of De Soto, Mo., has called 
a meeting of his friends and business men at the 
Lindell this evening. In a conversation with 
a POST-DISPATCH reporter the reverend gen- 
tleman stated this morning that his object 
was to enlist public sympathy for the strikers.

BLESSING TELLS HIS STORY. 


He Claims to Have Killed His Brother-in- 

Law in Self-Defense. 
‘Henry J. Blessing, who is on trial in the 
Criminal Court for the murder of his brother- 
in-law, William Thieleman, testified in his 
own behalf this morning, remaining on the 
stand from the time court opened 


until it took a recess for dinner. To all ex- 
cept few who heard ex-Gov. John- 
son, Blessing’s attorney, discussing 
the case 1 8 the testi- 
mony of the defendant to-day was a complete 
surprise. Instead of assaulting and killing 
his brother-in-law, attempting to kill 
his wife and then attempting to Kill 
himself, Blessing claims he was set upon by 
his wife and brother-in-law, and killed 
the latter in self-defense after he had 
been cut by him with a razor. He 
said he had ordered Thieleman 
out of his house a year before the killing, and 
again ordered him to leave three weeks pre- 
vious to the affray. The day on which it oc- 
curred he was standing with his wife in 
the house when Thieleman came in and 
handed her a note. The defendant 
tried to get it, but she tore 
it up. He ordered Thieleman to 
leave his house and expected when he came 
home that night to find him gone. The defend- 
ant did not want his brother-in-law about the 
house because he had been carrying notes 
making appointments between Mrs. Blessin 

and outside men, and the witness ha 

got a virtual confession from 
him that he had. When the 
witness returned home at 10 o' clock that night 
he undressed and laid down on a pallet on the 
floor. His wife and her brother 
came in later, but not together 

and he did not know which arrive 

first. He accused his wife of being out to 
meet other men, and a quarrel ensued. She 
kicked him in the face and called to her 
brother to throw him out the window, which 
was open. She grabbed a revolver from the 
mantel and be got up and endeavored to wrest 
it from her. While they were scuffling 
Thieleman came up from behind and cut nim 
on the arm, throat and back witharazor. He 
took the razor from him, and get- 
ting the revolver from his wife began 
firing wildly. One or two shots 
had been fired by her before he 
got hold of it, and he emptied the remaining 


chambers. Dazed and confused, he 
started up-stairs into the garret, and 
remembered nothing that occurred 


after that. He remained unconscious 
for two days, and was not able to speak for 
six weeks. He remembered nothing of acon- 
versation with Police Officer Messer, 
and did not know how dis wife 
afterward gained possession of the revolver. 
He had not cut himself with the razor, and the 
weapon used belonged to Thieleman.

GLapsTongr’s adhesion to the home rule 
policy was definitely announced to the 
readers of the Posr-Disrarcꝝ by our Lon- | 
don correspondent before it was known to 
the leaders of the Liberalsin England. 
The acouracy with which this correspond- 
ent bas since anticipated all the develop- 
ments of GLaDSTONE’s plans, and of the

INTEREST UNABATED IN THE CASE OF MBS. 
- JULIA BRECKENRIDGE. 


Arrival of Her Two Daughters from School— 
The Sons Testify To-Day—Mrs. Noland’s Ap- 
pearance in the Divorce Court—Judge Dil- 
lon Severs the Kuebler Knot—An Interesting 
Land Suit. 


Great interest is manifested in the hearing 
of the Breckenridge sanity case before a jury 
in the Probate Court, particulars of which ap- 
peared in the Post-DISPATOH yesterday. The 
court-room is crowded with ladies to-day and 
fresh interest was imparted to the 
mother’s side of the case dy the 
arrival from the Howard Seminary at 
Fayette of the two young daughters, Misses 
Lizzie and Mamie Breckenridge, who came in 
onthe morning train and repairing to the 
court-room took seats on either side of their 
mother. They will be called upon to testify 
in the course of the trial. 

William Olarke Breckenridge, the eldest son, 
a young man of 23 years, occupied the witness 
stand for a considerable time, and was sub- 
jected to a rigid cross-examination by Maj. 
Lee, who appears for Mrs. Breckenridge. The 
young man detailed various eccentricities on 


the part of his mother, extending over several 
ears. He had noticed a marked difference 

n her general conduct of late. She 
was untidy in her personal ap . 
ance, and sometimes presented herself to 
visitors dressed without any regard to 
modesty. She insisted upon the children 
fertilizing the grounds around the residence 
and required them to do other 
disagreeable In summer she 
always the children in 
white and they were known in school circles 
as the little white mice. When Mrs. Brecken- 
ridge’s father died she accused her husband 
of causing his illness by persuading him to 
eat watermelon. When the sister of the wit- 
ness, Miss Julia Breckenridge, died, her 
mother acted peculiarly, and ad- 
sented herself from the sick-room. Major 
Lee, In cross-examining the witness og 
called him to account for alluding to his 
mother as ‘‘she’’ and ‘‘her.’’: Counsel de- 
manded that proper respect be paid to his 
client by her son. 

James Breckenridge, the second son, took 
the witness-stand before the lunch recess. His 
testimony corroborated that of his brother. 
Referring to his mother’s loose personal 
appearance, he said that she had gone around 
the house attired simply in an old flannel shirt 
worn by his father, stockings worn withoug 
garters and a loose skirt and calico wrapper,

Important Land Suit. 

Judge Lubke to-day rendered an interest- 
ing decision in a case involving a title 
under a tax sale. It was the suit of 
Annie Ravold and husband against Honora 


Quinlan and others, an action in ejectmentto 
recover seven acres of land in Shreve’s sub- 
aivision. John Ravold acquired title ata sale 
under an execution for general taxes. 
The first sale took place March 13, 1879, and 


the property was, at the instance of the 
Collector and without the presence of 
the Governor, struck off to the State. 


The Governor disapproved the action and the 
Sheriff returned the execution. The sale was 
set aside and another execution issued under 
which the land was sold to John Peter Ravold. 
The plaintiff was not suing to. recover prop- 
erty in which she had a separate estate, but 
her husband, Michae Ravold, was 
suing to recover possession 
lands curing the coverture. Although 
joined as co-piaintiff, he was nevertheless the 
real and substantial plaintiff, the law be 
that during the coverture the husban 
is entitled to the possession of the wife’s 
lands in which she has no separate estate. 
He was a necessary party tothe tax suit and 
the sale under the second execution in 


that case passed his right of pos- 
session to John Peter Ravold 
as effectually as ff he, Michael, had made to 
John Peter Ravold a lease or quit claim deed. 


There was authority in the vernor of the 
State atthe time to buyin lands upon sales 
for taxes 

Assuming that the Governor authorized the 
Collector to make the purchase there is no 


doubt, that as a general proposition 
the sale operated to satiny the 
judgment in the tax suit in 


which the State at the relation of the Collector 


was plaintiff. As against the widow and heirs 
of John Peter Ravold, the plaintiffs are not 
entitled to possession of the land.

PROPERTY LOST WITH THE OREGON, 


The English Rule About Paying for It. 
From the Economist. 

Happily all the passengers and crew 
numbering some le, were taken off 
the ill-fated Oregon before she went down 
off Long Island the other day. Of the 
cargo the only thing of any value ep bi 
saved, beyond a few mail bags, is the dia- 
monds which she had on board. These 
are of great value, being said to be worth 
$1,000,000. We think we may take it for 
granted that claims for salvage services 
Will be made. It is true the North German 
Lloyd’s,to whom the rescuing steamer, the 
Fulda, belongs, are reported to have said, 
very generously, that they were only too 
happy to have been instrumental in sav- 
ing s0 many lives, and that they waived 
all claim for salvage. Butevenif this 
statement be literally correct, two other 
vessels, a pilot boat and a schooner, 
played an important part in the saving of 
the passengers, and claims for salvage 
services are, therefore, highly probable. 
In these circumstances it may be of in- 
terest to consider how the various in- 
terests would be effected by such a claim. 


courts would doubtless be a liberal one; 
for though some of the ingredients—such 
asthe risk incurred by the salvors, the 
skill shown in rendering the services, and 
the time and labor occupied—of salvage 
services were present in but small quanti- 
ties; others, viz., the degree or danger 
from which the lives or property are 
rescued and the value of the property 
saved were considerable. The sav- 
ing of human life counts for much 
in the assessing of salvage serv- 
vices. But, in the second place, who is to 
pay the sum awarded? The ship, or the 
cargo, or both? Not the ship, for she is 
at the bottom of the sea, a total loss. Not 
the ship owner, for the liability to pay for 
salvage services is not a general personal 
liability, but is limited to the value of the 
rty saved, and the shipowners’ prop- 
erty in this case is lost. The salvage 
award in respect of both the property and 
the lives saved can only be had out of the 
value of the goods saved—that is, the dia- 
monds. 

At first blush this doctrine that the 
owners of the diamonds, and they alone. 
should bethe people to remunerate the 
salvers for their services, not only in re- 
pect for the diamonds, but also in respect 
of the lives, may appear strange and per- 
haps inequitable. Such, however, is the 
law. When lives and cargoes are salved 
from a ship, but the ship is totally lost, 
the owners of the pel 2 are liable to pay 
salvage in respect of the lives,and the 
owners of the lost ship are not liable to 
contribute to the payment. The theory is

Electric Strokes on Human Bodies.

Very little is known about the effects of 
strong currents of electricity, such as a 
lightning stroke or the current from an 
are lighting dynamo, upon the ph sical 
organism. People who receive shocks 
from such a current are 1 killed, 
as Daniel Coyle was in this city last Satur- 
day and Meyers Patterson at Lynchburg 
Monday; yet others almost unaccountably 
escape. A workman at Liverpool was 
handling the chain of @ crane, which 
came in contact with an electric. lamp, 
and the current passed through his body. 
He was made insensible by the shock, but 
soon recovered, although the intensity of 
the current was such that his hand was 
burned and the sole of his foot — 
charred.

WINSTON’S LOVE. 


‘A SOCIAL SENSATION BROUGHT TO LIGHT IN 
CHICAGO THIS MORNING. 


The Relations of Frederick H. Winston, 
United States Minister to Persia, with Jennie 

Woods, the Unfortanate Girl Who Died from 
Excessive Opium Smoking—Interesting Dis- 
closures. 


Curcaco, April 7.—The Daily News this 
morning says: The linking of the name of 
Frederick H. Winston, United States Minister 
to Persia, with that of Jennie Woods, the un- 
fortunate girl whodied Monday morning at 855 
West Madison street from excessive opium 
smoking in a Chinese den at 198 Fourth avenue, 
will cause surprise to many. Yet, late devel- 
vpments show that the two were not only 
acquainted, but were at one time at least much 
to each other. Whether on Mr. Winston’s 
part the relation was paternal merely, or ot a 
more ardent nature, the reader may judge 
from the facts disclosed. Oonsiderable light 
on this point is thrown by the following letter, 
which was found among the dead girl’s effects:

THE DEAD GIRL. 

This letter was written by Mr. Winston on 
blue-tinted note paper, bearing a crest in red, 
which consisted of an uplifted arm with four 
arrows grasped in the hand, and underneath, 
in a scroll, the words, ‘‘Virtute non Verbis,’ 
the translation of which is ‘‘By Valor, not by 
Words.’’ There was also found in Jennie 
Woods’ album a cabinet photograph of Mr. 
Winston, underneath which was pasted this 
card: Mr. Frederick H. Winston.“ 

Jennie Woods, or Jennie Jones, was once a 
delle in Cleveland, and was surrounded with 
admirers, and one of the wealthiest of them 
caused her fall. She went upon the stage 
about three years ago, and was always able on 
account of her singular beauty and ſutelli- 

ence to obtain a position. After 
1er arrival in Chicago in Novem- 
ber, 1884, she met an old acquaintance, 
a gambler, who induced her to remain in this 
city. Fromthat time her associations have at 
times been of a questionable nature. She al- 
ways maintained a genteel appearance and 
retained to the day of her death much of her 
beauty and winning ways, which never failed 
to attract attention and draw admirers about 
her. It is known that she had aspirations 
purer and higher than those of the life she 
was leading, and it seems probable that it was 
in the exercise of one of these on her part that 
her friendship for Mr. Winston grew. 

It appears that she first met Mr. Winston at 
Kinsley’s restaurant. She was in company 
with a lady who had known him for several 
years, and was introduced to him by her. He 
took astrong liking for her, and his interest 
in her grew with the length of acquaintance. 
She manifested a desire to study and improve 
herself, and in this she was not only encour- 
aged but

Mrs. Pierce, the landlady at 8 Dearborn av- 
enue, where Miss Woods lived, said yester- 
day, that when Miss Woods saw in the papers 
the notice of Mr. Winston’s contemplated mar- 
riage with Miss Calhoun, she became very de- 
spondent. She would sit and read at inter- 
vals, remarking the while: ‘‘I could have 
married Minister Winston myself, and have 
gone to Europe. Why didn't I do it.’’ 

Mrs. Laura Morris, the lady who introduced 
Miss Woods to Mr. Winston, said yesterday, in 
speaking of the relationship between them:
